Ladies  and  Oentlenen, 

Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No.  2775  of  March  1943, 
states  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  1942  is  to  be  prepared  on  the’  lines  of  that  for 
1941  as  indicated  in  Circular  No.  2644,  dated  24th.  March  1942, 

I am  further  instructed  not  to  publish  conplete 
tables  of  local  populations  nor  to  make  any  mention  of 
activities  in  connection  with  War-time  industrial,  Military, 
or  other  devolopements,  such  as  extensions  to  water  supply 
sewerage  works,  or  other  public  utility  undertakings. 

During  the  year  a treatment  centre  for  Scabies 
has  opened  and  has  performed  very  efficient  v/ork.  I have 
to  state  however,  that  not  by  any  moans  all  the  cases  of 
Scabies  are  sent  for  treatment.  149  cases  have  been  treated 
from  20th.  July, 1942  to  31st.  December,  1942.  It  is 
gratifying  to  have  to  report  only  a few  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

This  I attribute  in  no  small  measure  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
and  I hope  that  there  will  bo  an  ever  increasing  demand  for 
this  service.  During  the  year  553  children  were  immunised. There 
are  thre^  fewer  notifications  of  Tuberculosis.  This  is 
surprising  in  view  of  the  general  increase  of  Tuberculosis 
since  the  War.  With  regret  1 have  to  report  that  there  is  a 
considerable  increase  -in  the  number  of  cases  of  Venereal  Disease 
Active  steps  are  being  talcen  to  combat  this  by  propaganda  of 
various  kinds.
